FOURSCORE  AND  SEVEN  YEARS  AGO 
OUR  FATHERS  BROUGHT  FORTH  ON

THE  PROPOSITION  THAT  ALL  MEN  ARE 
CREATED  EQUAL.  NOW  WE  ARE  EN- 
GAGED IN  A  GREAT  CIVIL  WAR,  TESTING 
WHETHER  THAT  NATION,  OR  ANY  NA- 
TION SO  CONCEIVED  AND  SO  DEDICATED, 
CAN  LONG  ENDURE.  WE  ARE  MET  ON  A 
GREAT  BATTLEFIELD  OF  THAT  WAR.  WE

OF  THAT  FIELD  AS  A  FINAL  RESTING-

"It  is  rather  for  us  to  he  here  dedicated  to  the 
great  task  remaining  before  us" — expresses  in  the 
words  of  Lincoln's  immortal  Gettysburg  Address 
the  duty  which  now  lies  before  us.  The  willingness 
with  which  we  shoulder  our  task  will  measure  the 
degree  of  our  patriotism. 

The  work  laid  upon  us  by  the  war  must  be  com- 
pleted.
